FLORIDA'S 


The seasonal aistribution of 
rainfall shows that 53 percent 
of the state's average rainfall 
of 5346 inches occurs during 
the four-month period, June 
through September. November 
is the driest month with an aver- 
age of 2.23 inches. and July is 
the wettest with 7.46 inches. 
Two regions of maximum rain- 
fall are noted, one over extreme 
northwest Florida, and the oth- 
er over the eastern half of the 
Everglades with annual amounts 
exceeding 65 inches. 

Most of the summer rainfall 
comes in the form of thunder- 
showers which, on the average, 
occur on about half the days at 
a given station. Showers are of- 
ten heavy but usually last only 
an hour or two. They generally 
occur at the hottest part of the 
afternoon frequently causing a 
15 to 20 degree drop in tempera- 
ture, thus insuring comfortable 
weather for the remainder of 
the day. 

The more severe thunder- 
showers are sometimes accom- 
panied by hail which often in- 
flicts rather serious local da- 
mage to crops. Rainfall during 
the remainder of the year is us- 
ually associated with extra-tro- 
pical storms moving eastward 
over continental districts, and 
occurs on about one day in fou: 
There are occasional very hea’ 
rains almost always associated 
with tropical storms. 

Snowfall in Florida is rare 
though measurable amounts

In addition to amplifying ra- 
dio and light waves, masers are 
capable of producing signals 
that are one million more times 
as sharp as ordinary signals. It 
can produce a light beam so in- 
tense it could be focused on a 
hole 50 millionths of an inch in 
diameter 

In the field of medical science 
the maser gives promise of aid- 
ing the surgeon enabling him to 
cauterize wounds in fractions of 
a second with smaller scars. ^ 

Scientists estimate that an- 
other 10 years of experimenta- 
tion will be necessary to get all 
the bugs out and find practical 
applications. The device is so 
new that only the fringe of pos- 
sibilities it offers have been 
explored 

No single development in years 
has aroused so much interest 
among scientists, and in labora- 
tories throughout the nation 
eager scientists are exploring 
every avenue in which the mas-

WEATHER 


have fallen in extreme northern 
sections on the average of once 
in seven years, and a trace of 
snow is recorded as far south as 
Fort Myers, The greatest snow- 
fall in Florida occurred in Feb- 
urary, 1899, when 4.0 inches 
were recorded at Lake Butler in 
Union County and 0.5 inch at 
Bartow in Polk County. Exact- 
ly 59 years later to the day 1 
to 3 inches of snow was record- 
ed across northern Florida. 


High local winds of short dur- 
ation occur occasionally during 
all seasons of the year in con- 
nection with the thunderstorms. 
Tornadoes and waterspouts also 
occur, averaging about 9 or 10 
per year. However, tornado 
paths in Florida average only 
about one-thirteenth of the na- 
tionwide average in areal ex- 
tent. They usually remain in 
contact with the ground only a 
very short period, and conse- 
quently cause little damage. 


Tropical storms produce the 
principal winds of high velocity. 
They are often destructive - one 
reason being that high winds 
may persist for several hours 
during the passage of a hurri- 
cane. However, high winds are 
usually confined to paths aver- 
aging only 40 to 100 miles in 
width, and while every section 
of the state has at one time or 
another fallen under the influ- 
ence of a tropical storm any 
given section may see many 
years pass without such a visit- 
ation. The hurricane season ex- 
tends from June 15 to Novem- 
ber 15. September and Octo- 
ber are the months of greatest 
hurricane activity. 


Meteorologic conditions favor- 
able for air pollution are of in- 
frequent occurrence. The air 
over Florida is sufficiently un- 
unstable most of the time to 
dispera pollutants, into the up- 
per atmosphere, therefore re- 
moving the likelihood of large- 
scale accumulations of smog, 
dust, and smoke. 


Florida has appropriately been 
called the Sunshine State. Re- 
cords available indicate that the 
sun shines about two-thirds of 
available sunlight hours during 
the year. Although this percent- 
age is not higher than in some 
other states, the length of day 
operates to Florida’s advantage 
in this respect. In winter, when 
sunshine is in great demand, the 
sun can shine longer in Florida 
than in northern latitudes. For 
instance during January the 
time between sunrise and sun- 
set is more than one hour great- 
er in Florida than jit is in the 
latitude of the Gréat Lakes. In 
Summer of course the reverse 
is true. 


This abundance of sunshine in 
winter and spring contributes 
greatly to the popularity of the 
state as a winter resort.
